cold wave continues and the tempera- 
tures are much below the seasonable 
average throughout practically the 
entire country, although 
there "has 


been a considerable- rise during the 
night in the Ohio V(, lley and the west 
Gulf states."

Norfolk. Var, Feb. 
18—A cyclone 


struck the passenger steamer Olive, 
which plies (between Franklin, Va., 
and Edenton, N. C., $ist Monday night 
and sent her to the bottom of the Cuo- 
wan river off Woodley's pier between 
Mt. Plasant and Oliver's wharf. 


'Seventeen people are known to have 


been drowned and others who were 
rescued are in. a serious condition. The 
whirlwind when it started struck the 
Olive and caused her to go over on 
her" beam's end and when she righted 
it was only to sink to the bottom on 
account of the water she had taken. A 
majority of the passengers and crew 
were" below at the time and had no ap- 
portunity to reach the pilot house of 
the vessel. This point was the ^only 
portion of the vessel left above water 
and in it standing waist deep from the 
time of the accident until 6 o'clock in. 
tie morning, Captain George H. With- 
ty and five others were saved.

Washington, Feb. 18— The govern- 


ment has formally accepted the offer 
of the Panama Canal company to sell 
to the United States the canal proper- 
ty and all of the company's rights 
therein for $40,000,000 subject only to 
the ratification of the pending treaty 
with the Bepublica of Colombia. The 
effect of this acceptance will be to ex- 
tend the life of the option held by the 
government beyond March 4 next, and 
until the treaty now before the Sen-' 
ate has been ratified by both coun- 
tries interested.

Sault Ste. Marie, Feb. 17.—When a 


little girl the other day closed a switch 
in the big power house recently com- 
pleted here, the problem of cheap pow- 
er for the middle northwest was solved. 
The moment contact was made by the 
closing of this switch eighty-one huge 
dynamos began to revolve, sending a 
current that will turn the wheels of in- 
dusty as far as Detroit, 250 miles from 
here. 


What is of more immediate impor- 


tance to the people of this city is that 
the iieAA" canal and-power house Avill re- 
sult in a civic development that Avas 
impossible in the old days. For one 
reason alone, the absence of cheap 
power, Sault Ste. Marie has been back- 
Avard of growth. Coal has always been 
very costly, so that, despite the natural 
advantages, despite the city's location 
In a vast mining region and on the 
bunks of government canals, the place 
has neA'er boasted a population of more 
than 20,000 people. With the advent of 
cheap power all this will surely be 
changed, and it is small wonder that

•when the canal and power house were 
completed the town passed a resolution 
to the effect that— 


"We are celebrating the completion 


of the greatest water power develop- 
ment in the world, Avhich is to revolu- 
tionize the industrial conditions not 
only o| this city, but the entire country 
surrouiiding, and marks a new era in 
our history. This event will impress 
upon the outside world our,-possibilities 
as a manufacturing center, and upon 
our own people all that the develop- 
" merit of water power really means." 


How this" change was made possible 


is an interesting story in itself. The 
only outlet of Lake -Superior is. the St. 
•Mary's river, -which empties into Lake 
Huron, but which is unnavigable OAV- 
iflg to falls of twenty feet. To over- 
come this both the United Stat&s and 
the Canadian governments built ship 
canals several years ago, thus stimulat- 
ing the commerce of the great lakes. 
But until recent years it did not occur 
•to any one that the difference in leA'el 
between Superior4 and Huron might be 
utilized to furnish the power that was 
so badly needed by Sault Ste. Marie. 


To make use of this difference in 


level a canal two and a half miles long 
Las been built from Lake Superior to 
a point in the St. Mary's river far be- 
low the falls. Just before the drop into 
the river the canal spreads the water 
out into a pond, making the fall more 
tlum a quarter of a mile in width. 
Across this extensive expanse the huge 
power house has been built. 


Without doubt the building is the 


longest structure in the world, being 
1.368 feet in length. It is supported by 
eighty-one arches, through which the 
•water flows. Three hundred and twen- 
ty turbines transmit the power to 
eighty generators, each of 500 horse- 
power. Each of the huge dynamos thus 
affected is a wonder in itself, for on ac- 
count of the peculiar way in wr.ic'i 
they are run there must not be the 
slightest difference in the wiring, and 
the revolutions of all the "machines 
must be identical. 


One peculiar outcome of .the building 


of the canal has been the construction 
of what are known as compensating 
works- Before the great power scheme 
had been completed lake men realized 
the great loss the lake would sustain in 
having 30.000 cubic feet of water with- 
drawn every second. It Avas asserted, 
and not without reason, that -within a 
few years Superior Avould not be fit for 
navigation. Complaint Avas made to 
the war department, and the protest of 
the lake men was upheld, the engineers 
being ordered to devise some means of 
compensation for this great drain.
